T he proposition to 
d ep osit th« : money held by the g overnm ent 
in ba nks throug h ou t th« ; cou n try for us« * by 
trie p*eo( le ¡s. it seem « to me, exceeding ly 
ob jection a b le in prin cip le, as esta blishing 
too clo se a rela tionship between the opera­ 
tion s of the g overn m en t treasury a nd the 
business of tue cou n try, and too extensive a 
com m in g lin g of iheir m oney, tnus fostering 
nu unna tura l ìelia n ce in private business 
upon p u b lic funds. 
If this schem e should 
ire a dopted it. sbouiU only bo done a s a tem ­ 
porary exi« cdi* nt ;o HHMit an urg ent nee« s- 
siiy. 
L eg isla tive a nd executive effort should 
g enera ly h • in the op p osite direction a nd 
much 
trea s­ 
ury 
dep a rtm en t from priva te enterprise. 
Of course t is not expected that unnecessa ry 
and • xtravaganT appropriations will be made 
for tb** purp* se of a voiding the accum ula tion 
of an excess of reven u e. 
.Such exp en d itu re, 
beside Uio dcm ora lizitioii of all iust con­ 
ceptions of pub ic duty which it enta ils, 
soncu ates a habit oi rookies« improvident e 
a ct in the lea st consistent w ith the mission oi 
our people or the bign and beneficent pur­ 
poses of *>ur government. 
I have deem ed it 
my duty to tnus bring to the know ledg e oi 
my ooa m rvm eu, as weil as to the attention 


of their representa tives chrrgcd w ith the re­ 
sponsibilities ot leg isla tive relief, the g ra v.ty 
ot our financial situa tion. The failure of con­ 
gress h« *retofore to provide ag aiust the d « n- 
gers which it was quite evident the very na­ 
ture of the difficulty m ust necessa rily pro­ 
duce, caused a condition of financial distress 
and apprehension since your la st aojuurn- 
meni which taxed to the* utmost all tne a u­ 
thority and expedients within executive con­ 
trol; and these appear now to be exhausted. 
If disaster results from the continued ina c­ 
tion of congress, tne responsibility m ust rest

it Is but a resuit g rowing out of a per- 
ftctiy palpa ble anu apparent cause, cou 
sia ntly reproducing the satne alarm ing cir­ 
cum sta nces—a cong ested national treasury 
and a depleted moneta ry condition in the 
business of the country. 
It ueed har« ily be 
stated that while the pres« ;« it situa tion de­ 
mands a remedy, we cau only be saved from 
a itke predicam eut in the luture by the re­ 
moval of iu» cause. 
Our schem e of taxation, 
by means of which this needless surplus is 
taken from the peop e aud put tuto the pub­ 
lic treasury, consists of a tariff or dutv levied 
upon im portations from abroad and internal 
levenue ta xes levied upou the consum ption 
of tobacco and sp rituous and malt liquors. 
It m u-t be conceded that none ot the thing s 
subjected « o interuui levenu e ta xa tiou are, 
strictly spea king , necessary. 
There appears 
to be no just com pla int of this taxation by 
the consum ers of these articles, and there 
seem s to be nothing so w ell able to bear the 
burdeu w ithout hardship to any |>ortion of 
tne people. 
But our present tar.ff la ws, U» e 
vicious. in« *quitab.e, and illog ica l sou ice of 
unnecessary taxnt on, oug ht to be a t one« ; 
revisi*d unit amended. 
These laws, as their 
primary and pla in effect, raise the price to 
consum ers of all a rticles imported aud sub­ 
ject to duty, bv piecisely tbe sum paid lor 
such du ties 
Thus the a m ount of the duty 
iiica« ur« ‘K the ta x paid by tuose who purchase 
for use these i nported a rticles 
Many ot 
these things, however, areraised or m tuii- 
fa ctured in our country, anil the duties uow 
levied upon torcign goods and products are 
called pnxluction t«> these home m a nufa ct­ 
ures. becau.-e they render it possible for 
those of our people who are m a nufa cturers 
to make these taxed a rticles and sell them 
for a price equal to tha t demanded for the 
lmported goods that ha ve paid custom s duty. 
So it happens that while com para tively a fe» v 
use th« * im ported articles, m illions of our 
people, who never use and never saw tn v of 
the imported products, purchase and use 
things of the same kind made in this countrv 
and pay th« *refor nea rly or quite the sa m e 
charged price which the duty adds to the 
import**d articles. 
Those who buv imports 
pay the duty charged thereon into tbe pul>- 
lic treasury, but the g reat majority of our 
citizens who buy dom estic u n ic es of the 
sam e class pay a sum a t lea st approxim ately 
etjual to this duty to the horn« ; m a nufa ct­ 
urer. 
This reference to the opera tion of our 
tariff la w s 1» not made by way of instruc­ 
tion. but in order that we m:tv be consta ntly 
reminded of tbe manner in w hich they 
IMPOSE A BURDEN 
upon those w bo consum e dom estic products 
as well as those who consum e imported 
a rticles, and thus creat« * a tax upon a ll our 
t« eop*e. 
It is not proposed to entirely re­ 
lieve the country of this taxation. 
It m u-t 
be extensively continued a - the source of 
the g overnm ent’s income; and in a rea« liust- 
m eut of ourta r.ff the interests of Americau 
la bor engag ed in m a nufa cture should be 
ca refully con-idered, as well as the preserva­ 
tion of <» ur manufacturers. 
It may be ca ied 
protection, or bv any other name, bur relief 
from the hardships aud dangers of our nre» - 
eut tariff la w s « -hould be dev sed with esj e 
ciol precaution again« t Imperiling the exist­ 
ence of our m a nufa cturing interest* 
But 
this existence siiou tl not mean a condition 
which, w ithout regard to the public welfare 
or a national exig ency, must a lw a ys insure 
the rea ization of im m en-e profits Instead of 
m oderately profitable returns. Jks th« vol­ 
ume and diveisity of our national a ctivities 
increase, new recruits are added to those 
w ho uesire a continua tion of the a« lvantages 
which they conceive the present system of 
tariff ta xation directly affords them. 
Ho 
stubbornly have all « -fforts to reform tbe 
j ¡resent cond tion been resisted by those of 
our fellow citizens .fans eng a g ed, tha t they

fostering care that can in;

federal leg isla tion. 
It 1» a .-o said tha ttb« *! 
increase In tbe price of dom estic m a nufa ct­ 
ure resulting irotn the present tariff is nec­ 
essary in order » hat higher wages m ay be 
paid to our w orkingmen em ployed in rnauu- 
fuct ries, than are paid for w hat is called 
the pauper labor of Europe. 
All w ill ac- 
kuow.edg e the*force of an arg um ent which 
involves the welfare and liberal cornivn-a 
non of our la boring p ople. 
Our labor is 
honorable in the evos of every American 
citizen. 
As it J ays the foundation of our 
developm ent and progress, it is entitled, 
w ithout a ffectation or hypocrisy, to the 
utm ost regard. 
The standard o fo u r la b o i- 
er's life should not be ineasur« d by tha t oil

There should be no dis­ 
position to a nswer such sug g estions bv th*; 
a lleg a tion tha t they are in a minority among 
those who iab'jr, and therefore should fore­ 
g o an adva nta g e, in the interest of low 
prices for the m ajority; their com pensation, 
as inav be a fiecied by the opera tion of tariff 
laws, shouid a t all tim es be kept ncrupul- 
ou-lv in view ; and yef. wita slig ht refa c­ 
tion they will not overlook the ta ct that they 
are consum ers with th* rest; that they, to*>, 
have tbe.r ow n want« aud those of their 
fa m ilies to supply from their earnings, and 
tha t the price of the necessaries of life, as 
w ell as tne a m ount of their wa g es,will reg u­ 
late the measure of their w elfa re and com- 
fort. 
But the reduction of ta xa tiou de­ 
manded should be so measured as not to 
necessita te or justify either the io s-o f em ­ 
ploym ent by the workingman nor the lessen- 
in g of his wa g es; and the profits still re­ 
m a ining to the manufacturer, after a neces­ 
sary readjustm ent, should furnish no excuse 
for the sacrifice of the interests of bis em ­ 
ployes, either in tfietr opportunity to work 
or in tfie dim inution of their compensation.

4 he duty on the grade of imported 
wool which the.-e sheep yield is ten cents 
each pound if of the valu** of thirty cents or 
less, and tw elve cents if of the va lue of more 
than thirty cents. 
If the liberal es’irnate of

The railicai reduction of tire dut ea tin{stsed 
upou raw material used in m a nufa ctid*« , or

The law contem plates that these book s 
shallbe selected,and that the stu dy shall be 
made one of the branches to be tau ght 
in schools from text book s, and in the 
m anner tha t other stu dies are tau ght.” 
Here is an item from an editorial in ihe 
bt. Pau l Globe of Ju ne last. “ The school 
board of .Minneapolis has already reject­ 
ed the series of book s recommended by 
the commission, and hav e adopted the 
rejected Pathfinder series. 
This was 
done on the adv ice of the attorney-gen­ 
eral, who decided tha t the commission’s 
power was only adv isory, and its action 
was not obligatory u pon local boards.” 
It w ill readily be seen from these facts 
that Mr. Flem ing’s conclu sions were er­ 
roneou s, and I regret exceedingly that he 
shou ld hav e giv en them to the pu blic 
ov er his official signatu re, as it m ight 
cau se m u ch harm and m ischief, besides 
m ak ing mu ch extra expense for those 
districts which hav e already prov ided 
themselv es w ithoiu er book s than those 
recommended by the commission.

ances had fired the N orthern heart, and 
the people loyal to the old flag were ju st 
as determ ined that the lawfu lly-elected 
president shou ld be inau gu rated, thou gh 
blood shou ld flow in the attem pt. 
It was 
an awfu l tim e. 
People look ed different 
then than they do now. 
L ittle k nots of 
men conld be seen conv ersing together in 
whispers on street corners, and ev en the 
whispers ceased when a person u nk now n 
to them approached. 
Ev erybody seemed 
to su spect ev ery' one else. 
Ev en women 
look ed ask ance at each other, au d child­ 
ren obliged to be ou t wou ld sk u rry home 
as if frightened, probably hav ing been 
giv en warning by their parents. The 
streets at night, for sev eral nights prior 
to the inau gu ral ceremonies, were prac­ 
tically deserted.

A fter the serv ices were ov er and 
it became k nown that Mr. Lincoln had 
leally beeh indu cted into office there was 
a sav age snarl went u p from the Sou th­ 
erners.

THE TRI E INWARDNESS. 
The Minneapolis Star-News of 
last night says: 
The much talked of Crow W ing 
co-operative 
colony 
that 
the 
Knights of Labor failed to provide 
for last fall, seems to have come to 
grief, or at any rate, is in con­ 
siderable straits tor men as well as 
money. 
All the men who are able 
to do any work have left the colony 
and only Mr. Rankin ar.d his fam­ 
ily are now on the ground. 
One of 
the men who was seen in the city 
to-day, gave considerable of the 
inner history of the affair. 
He 
said: 
“ I was surprised to see, a few 
days ago, a statement in the paper 
from Mr. Rankin that the colony 
was in good condition and that 
produce enough had 
been raised 
for the winter. 
Wo were obliged 
to buy most of our stuff. 
The 
colony has broken up now and I 
think it might as well be said first 
as last, to prevent anymore money 
being sunk in it.” 
“ Who are the men who have 
left?” 
“ Some time ago we, all of us, 
wrote a letter to J. P. McGaughey, 
saying that we were going to with­ 
draw. 
It was signed by J. Kutt- 
ger, A. Erath, H. E rath and J. M. 
Young. 
Mr. McGaughey was an­ 
gry, and tried to stop us, but we 
have left. 
Oue man went so far 
as to tear down his house, and cart 
it off the colony’s laud.” 
The colonist further said that 
the trouble was not due to any 
fault in the principles of co-opera­ 
tion, as he still believed that was 
practicable, but to bad manage­ 
ment. 
He says the men worked 
together first rate, and everything 
was harmonious among them, even 
to their departure. 
Now he in­ 
tends to get a piece of land and 
work for himself. 
The improve­ 
ments on the land consist of five 
acres of broken ground and 75 rods 
of good board fencing. 
Unless other men can be ob­ 
tained and a little money raised 
for present needs, it looks as though 
the colony would 
have 
to be 
abandoned. 
One of the men stated 
that if the Knights had lent them 
$10,000 he would not have stayed, 
as he was dissatisfied with the 
management. 


The loyal people of the United 
States do not want a man on the 
supreme bench who devoted four 
years of his life fighting for the 
absurd doctrine of “ state sover­ 
eignity,” and who has repeatedly 
reiterated those sentiments since 
the “ late unpleasantness.”

A serious railroad accident oc­ 
curred at Tamarack yesterday in 
which two brakemen 
lost their 
lives and D. W. Travis was severe­ 
ly injured.

to the train men where he was and 
other details. 
Kline’s friends have 
been telegraphed but up to this 
afternoon no word has been received 
and he will be buried in Evergreen 
cemetery unless orders are received 
to the contrary. 
Mr. Holmes was 
a married man, his family con­ 
sisting of a wife and little baby 
two months old, they residiug on 
Fourth street north, in this city. 
His remains will be taken to Mer­ 
rillan Junction, Wisconsin, to-day 
for burial.

he did not see tho crossing train 
until about 30 feet from it, when 
he immediately reversed his engine 
and jumped, the fireman following, 
thus saving their lives.”

THE TRUE INWARDNESS. 
The Minneapolis Star-News of 
last night says: 
The much talked of Crow Wing 
co-operatiye 
colony 
that 
the 
Knights of Labor failed to provide 
for last fall, seems to have come to 
grief, or at any rate, is in con­ 
siderable straits tor men as well as 
money. 
All the men who are able 
to do any work have left the colony 
and only Mr. Rankin and his fam­ 
ily are now on the ground. 
One of 
the men who wa3 seen in the city 
to-day, gave considerable of the 
inner history of the affair. 
He 
said: 
“I was surprised to see, a few 
days ago, a statement in the paper 
from Mr, Rankin that the colony 
was in good condition and that 
produce enough had been raised 
for the winter. 
We were obliged 
to buy most of our stuff. 
The 
colony has broken up now and I 
think it might as well be said first 
as last, to prevent any more money 
being sunk in it.” 
“ Who are the men who have 
left?” 
“ Some time ago we, all of us, 
wrote a letter to J. P. McGaughey, 
saying that we were going to with­ 
draw. 
It was signed by J. Rutt- 
ger, A. Erath, H. Erath and J. M. 
Y Gung. 
Mr. McGaughey was an­ 
gry, and tried to stop us, but we 
have left. 
Oue man went so far 
as to tear down his house, and cart 
it off the colony’s land.” 
The colonist further said that 
the trouble was not due to any 
fault in the principles of co-opera­ 
tion, as he still believed that was 
practicable, but to bad manage­ 
ment. 
He says the men worked 
together first rate, and everything 
was harmonious among them, even 
to their departure. 
Now he in­ 
tends to get a piece of land and 
work for himself. 
The improve­ 
ments on the land consist of five 
acres of broken ground aud 75 rods 
of good board fencing. 
Unless other men can be ob­ 
tained and a little money raised 
for present needs, it looks as though 
the colony would 
have 
to be 
abandoned. 
One of the men stated 
that if the Knights had lent them 
$10,000 he would not have stayed, 
as he was dissatisfied with the 
management. 


The loyal people of the United 
States do not want a man on the 
supreme bench who devoted four 
years of his life fighting for the 
absurd doctrine of “ state sover­ 
eignity,” and who has repeatedly 
reiterated those sentiments since 
the “ late unpleasantness.”

who are willing to sell, may unreasonably 
enhance tin cost of such bonus to the gov­ 
ernm ent 
It tat« been suggested that

•n ig h t be refunded at a less rate of interest 
and the difference betw een the old and new 
security ptuti in cash, thus finding use for 
Die surplus in the treasury. 
The success of 
this plan, it is apparent, m ust depend upon 
the volition of tho holders of the prosen* 
bonds; ana it is not eniirely certain th at the 
inducem ent which m ust be offered them 
would result in ui< re tinanc al benefit to the 
governm ent than the purchase of bonds, 
whi.e the latter projjusition would reduce 
the principal of the debt by actual paym ent 
instead of extending it. 
The proposition to 
deposi’ the money held uv the governm ent 
in banks throughout the country for use by 
the peo} le is. it seems to me, exceedingly 
objectionable in principle, as establishing 
too close a relationship between the opera­ 
tions of the governm ent treasury and the 
business of trie country, and too extensive a 
comm ingling of iheir money, tuus fostering 
an unnatural leliance in private business 
upou public funds 
If ibis scheme should 
be adopted it shouio only bo done as a tem ­ 
porary ex»H.*«lu nt :o m eet an urgent nee* t- 
suy. 
Legislative and executive effort ahould 
genera ly b » ui the opposite direction and 
should have a tendency to divorce, as much 
aud as last as can safely be done, the treas­ 
ury departm ent irons private enterprise. 
Of course i is not expected that unnecessary 
and extravagant appropriations will be made 
for the purpose of avoiding the accum ulation 
of an excels of revenue. Such expenditure, 
beside the dem orahz ition of all just con­ 
ceptions of pub*ic duty which it entails, 
saactuates a habit ot reckless im provident e 
not ui the least consistent w ith the mission of 
pur pec [tie or the high and beneficent p u r­ 
poses of our governm ent. 
I have deemed k 
m y duty to r.nus bring to the knowledge oi 
m y countrym en, as well as to the attention 


of their representatives ehrrged w ith the re­ 
sponsibilities ot legislative relief, the grav.ty 
ot our financial situation. The failure of con­ 
gress heretofore to provide against the dan­ 
gers which it was quite evident the very na­ 
ture of the difficulty m ust necessarily pro­ 
duce, caused a condition of financial distress 
and apprehension since your last adjourn­ 
m ent which taxed to the* utm ost all toe a u ­ 
thority and expedients within executive con­ 
trol; and theRe appear now to be exhausted. 
If disaster results from the continued in ac­ 
tion of congress, the responsibility m ust rest 
where it belong*, 
i hough the situation tuus 
far considered is fraught with danger which 
should be fully realized, and though it pre­ 
sents features of wrong to the jieopie as well 
as 
P E R Il. TO TH E COUNTRY, 
it is but u r**suit grow ing o u t of a per­ 
fectly palpable ami apparent cause, con 
siantly reproducing the same alarm ing cir­ 
cum stances—a congested national treasury 
anti a depleted m onetary condition in the 
business of the country. 
It need hardly be 
stated that while the present situation de­ 
mands a rem edy, we can only be saved from 
a like predicarueut iu the luture by the re­ 
moval of it* cause. 
Our scheme of taxation, 
by m eans of w hich this needless surplus is 
taken from the p eo p e aud put into the pub­ 
lic treasury, consists of a tariff or dutv levied 
upon im portations from abroad and internal 
revenue taxes levied upou the consum ption 
of tobacco and sp rituous and m alt liquors. 
It m ust be conceded tb at none of th etu m g s 
subjected to internal revenue taxation are, 
strictly speaking, necessary. 
There appears 
to be no ju st com plaint of this taxation by 
the consum ers of these articles, and there 
seeuis to be nothing so well able to bear the 
burdeu w ithout hardship to auv portion of 
tne people. 
Hut our present tar.ff lnws, the 
vicious, inequitable, and illogical souice of 
unnecessary tax at on, ought to be at once 
revised and am ended 
These laws, as their 
prim ary and piam effect, raise the price to 
consum ers of all articles im ported aud sub­ 
ject to duty, bv precisely the sum paid lor 
such duties. 
Thus the am ount of the duty 
m easures the tax paid by tuose who purchase 
for use these im ported articles. 
Many of 
these things, however, areraised or m tuu- 
factured in our country, and the duties now 
levied upon foreign goods and products are 
called production to these home m anufact­ 
ures. because they render it possible for 
those of our people who are m anufacturers 
to make these taxed articles and sell them 
for a price equal to th at demanded for the 
im ported goods th at have paid custom s duty. 
So it happens th at while com paratively a few 
use the im ported articles, millions of our 
people, who never use and never saw any of 
the im ported products, purchase and use 
things of the same kind made in this country 
and pay therefor nearly or quite the same 
charged price which the duty adds to the 
im ported articles. 
Those who buy im ports 
pay the duty charged thereon into the pub­ 
lic” treasury, but the great m ajority of our 
citizens who buy domestic articles of the 
sam e class pay a sum a t least approxim ately 
equal to this duty to tne home m anufact­ 
urer. 
This refereuce to the operation of our 
tariff laws is not m ade by way of instruc­ 
tion. b u t in order th at we mav be constantly 
rem inded of the m anner in w hich they 


IM POSE A BURDEN 
upon those w ho consum e dom estic products 
as well as those who consum e im ported 
articles, and thus create a tax upon ail our 
peopie. 
It is not proposed to eutirely re­ 
lieve the country of this taxation. 
It mu#t 
be extensively continued a* the source of 
the governm ent’s income; and in a readjust­ 
m ent of our tariff the interests of Americau 
labor engaged in m anufacture shouid lie 
carefully considered, as well as the preserva­ 
tion of our m anufacturers. 
It may be ca ied 
protection, or bv any other nam e. bu» relief 
trom the hardships aud dangers of our pres­ 
e n t tariff laws should be devised with esj e 
rial precaution against im periling the e x ig ­ 
ence of our m anufacturing interests, 
Hut 
this existence sliou d not m ean a condition 
which, w ithout regard to the public welfare 
or a national exigency, m ust alw ays insure 
the rea ization of immense profits Instead of 
m oderately profitable returns. Jks th»- vol­ 
um e and diversity of our national activities 
increase, new recruits are added to those 
who uesire a continuation of the advantages 
which they conceive the present system of 
tail ft taxation directly affords them. 
8o 
stubbornly have all efforts to reform the 
present condition been resisted by those of 
our fellow citizens thus engaged, th a t they 
can hardly comp aiu of the #uspic on. e n ter­ 
tained to a cm tain extent, th at there exists 
an 
organized com bination all along the 
line to m aintain their advantage. 
We are in 
the m idst of centennial ce.ebrations. and 
w uh becoming pride we rejoice in American 
skid and ingenuity, in American energy 
ai d enterprise, aud 
in 
the 
wonderful 
natural advantages and resources developed 
by a century’s national growth. 
Yet when 
an attem pt is made to justify a scheme 
which permit* a t .x to he laid upon everv

When he faces the tradesm an for th at pur­ 
pose be discovers th at he is obliged not only 
lo return, in the way of increased prices, his 
tariff profit on the wool he sold, and wh eta 
then perhaps lies before him in m anufact­ 
ured form, but th at he m ust add a consider­ 
able sum thereto to m eet a further increase 
in cost caused by a tariff duty on the m anu­ 
facture. 
Thus In the end he is aroused to 
Hie fact th at he has paid upon a moderate 
purchase as a result of the tariff scheme, 
which, when he sold his wool, seemed so 
profi.abie, 
AN INCREASE IN PRICE 
more than sufficient to sweep aw ay all the 
tariff profit ne received upon the wool he 
pioduced and sold. 
When the num ber of 
farm ers engaged in wrool raising is com pared 
w ail all the farm ers in the country, and the 
small proportion they bear to our popula­ 
tion is considered; when it i* made apparent 
m at, in the c ise of a large part of those who 
own sheep, the benefit of the present tariff 
on wool is il.usorv, and, above ad, w lun it, 
m ust be conceded th at the increase ot 
the 
cost 
of 
living 
caused 
by such 
tariff 
becomes 
a 
burden 
u to n those 
with m oderate means and the poor, the 
em ployed anu unemployed, the sick and 
well, and the young and old, and th at it con­ 
stitu tes a tax which, with relentless grasp, 
is fastened upon the clothing of every man, 
woman and child in the land, reasons are 
suggested why the rem oval or reduction of 
this dutv should be included in a revision of 
our tariff laws. 
In speaking of the tuct eased 
cost to the consum er of our home m anufact­ 
ures. resulting from a duty laid upon im ­ 
ported articles of the sam e description, the 
fact m not overlooked that com petition 
among our dom estic producers sometimes 
has the effect of keeping the price of th u 
products below the highest limit, allowed by 
such duty. Hut it is notorious th at this com ­ 
petition is too often strangled by com bina­ 
tions quite prevalent at this tim e, and fre­ 
quently called trusts, which have for their 
oeject the regulation of the supply and price 
of com m odities made and sold ny members 
of the combination. 
Tne people can barely 
hone for any consideration in the operation 
of these selfisu schemes. 
If, however, in 
the absence of such condonations, a healthy 
and free com petition reduces the [trice of 
sny particular*dutiable article of home pro­ 
duction, below the lim it which it m ight oth­ 
erw ise reach under our tariff law’s, and it* 
with su< h reduced price, its m anufacture 
continue to thrive, it is entirely evident 
th at one tiling has been discovered which 
should be carefully scrutinized in an effort 
to reduce taxation. 
The necessity of com ­ 
bination to m aintain the price of ativ coin * 
m odily to the tariff point furnishes proof 
th at some one is willing to accept low er 
prices for such comm odity, and th at sucti 
prices are rem unerative; and lower pr.e**s 
produced by com peliiion prove the same 
thing. 
Thus where either of these condi­ 
tions exist a case would s»*em to be pre­ 
sented for an easv reduction of taxation. J ho 
cons.derations which have been presented 
touching our tariff laws are intended only to 
enforce uu earnest rceom un ndation th at the 
surplus revenue of the governm ent be pre­ 
vented by the

and, ui ibe sam e tune, (o eum htsize a sug­ 
gestion th at m accomplishing this purpose 
we may discharge a double dutv to our peo­ 
ple by granting to them a Me asure ot relief 
trom tariff taxation m quarters where it is 
most needed and from sources where u can 
be m ost fairly and jU'tiy accorded. 
Nor can 
the presentation made of sum consider- 
at on®, be, wi h auv degr e of fairness, r**- 
gurded as evidence of unfriendline#* to war i 
our m anufacturing iuten sis. nr ..r any lack 
of appreciation of th e r value aud i:n 
portance. 
These interests constitute a lead 
intr and most suit*taut ai elem ent ot our na­ 
tional great res* and furuish the proud p.o<d 
ol our country's progress*. 
Hut if in thu 
em ergency th at pre-*e* upon us our m anu­ 
facturer* are a.e asked to sum-nd* r >omc- 
tnm g for the pubdc good aud to avert dis­ 
aster. their patriotism , n* well as a gratelul 
recognition of advantages already uti rded, 
should lead them to willing cn-ope-at ton. 
No dem and is made tbat they shall tor- go all 
the Ik*id*fits of the governm ental reg ard : 
but they cannot fail to be admouished of 
their duty, u« well as th<*ir **n lghtened seit 
interest and sufetv, when thev are remimieU 
of the fact that finatie ai panic and co.l .p-*-, 
to winch the j'resent condition im I-, afford 
no greater shelter or piotcctiou t > our m anu­ 
facturer* than our other im portant euter- 
pr.se*. 
O pportunity for safe, careful, and 
deliberate reform is now offered, aud none

Cleveland's message. 
It is as follows: 
“I have been reading an abstract of the 
president's message and have I>een especially in­ 
terested iu the comment* of the London papers. 
Those papers nil assume to declare tue message 
Is a tree trade rnanife-to and evid**ntlv are antic­ 
ipating an enbirg d innrkot tor Eng ish fabrics 
in the United fctat* s as a aonseqaenc* of the 
president's 
recommendations. 
Perhaps that 
fact stumped the character of the message more 
clea ly than auv words of mine can." 
“Yon don't mean actual freo trade without 
dir vT queried the reporter. 
"No," replied Mr. Blaine. “Nor do the London 
papers mean that. They stmnly mean tbat the 
president has recommended w hat in the Uiilted 
Htaten 1h known as a revenue tariff, rejecting the 
protective feature as an object, and not even per­ 
mitting protection to result freely as an incident 
io revenue duties. For the fir»t time in the his­ 
tory of the United Slates the president recom­ 
mends retaining the interuul tax in order tbat 
the tariff may lie forced down even l»elow the 
fair revenue standard. He recommends that the 
tax on tobacco lie letaiued, and thus that many 
millions annually shall be levied on a do­ 
mestic product w’hich would tar better come 
fr* m a tariff on foreign fabrics. I should nrge the 
repeal of the tobacco tax a’ once, even before 
the Christmas holidays. 
It would in the first 
place bring great relief to growers ol tobacco ail 
ov* r the country, and would, moreover, materi­ 
ally lessen the price of the article to consumers. 
Tobacco to millions of men is a necessity. The 
luxury of ve terday been m s a necessity to-dav. 
The oulv excuse tor such a MX is the actu 1 ne­ 
cessity under which the government found itself 
during the war, and the years Immediately fol­ 
lowing 
To reta n the tax now in ord**r to de- 
stroy the protection w hich would incidentally

prices for the m ajority; their com pensation, 
as mav be afiecied by the operation of tariff 
law*, shouid at all tim es be kept scrupul­ 
ously in view; and yet, witn slight reflec­ 
tion they will not overlook the tact that they 
are consum ers with the rest; th at they, too, 
have the.r own w ants aud those of their 
fam ilies to supply from their earnings, and 
th at the price of the necessaries of life, as 
well as the am ount of their wages,will regu­ 
late the m easure of their w elfare and com ­ 
fort. 
B ut the reduction of taxation de­ 
m anded should be so m easured as not to 
necessitate or justify either the loss of em ­ 
ploym ent by the workingm an nor the lessen­ 
ing of his wages; and the profits still re­ 
m aining to the m anufacturer, after a neces­ 
sary readjustm ent, should furnish no excuse 
for the sacrifice of the interest* of his em ­ 
ployes, either in their opportunity to work 
or in the dim inution of their compensation. 
Nor can the w orker in m anufactures fail to

of many days of toil.

Argument. 
The Jarm*r or agriculturist who m anu­ 
factures nothing but who pays the increased 
price which the tirtff imposes upon evety 
agricultural im plem ent, upon all he w eats 
and upou all ho uses aud owns, except the 
increase of his (locks and herds and such 
things as his husbandry produces from the 
soil, is invited io aid m m aintaining the 
present situation; and he is told th at a high 
duty on im ported wool is necessary for those 
who have sneep to shear, in order th a t the 
price ot their wool may by increased. They, 
of course, are not rem inded that the fan n er 
who lias no sheep is by this scheme obliged, 
sn his purchases of clothiutr and woolen 
goods, to pay a tribute to his fellow farm er

i he duty on the grade of im ported 
w ool w hich these sheep yield is ten cents 
ea< h pound if of the value of thirty cents or 
less, and tw elve cents if of the value of more 
than thirty cents. 
If the liberal estim ate of 
six pounds be allowed for each fleece, the 
duty thereon would be sixty or seventy-tw o 
cents, and this tnay be taken as the utm ost 
enhancem ent.of its price lo the farm er by 
reason of this duty. 
Eighteen dollars w ould 
thus represent the increased price of the 
wool from tw enty-live sheep and $36 th at 
from the wool of "fifty sheep, and at present 
values this addition wouid am ount to about 
one-third ot its nr,ce.

The radical reduction of tiie dut es imposed 
upon raw m aterial used in m anufactures, or 
its fr<e im portation, is, of course, an im ­ 
portant factor m any effort to reduce the 
price of these necessaries; it would not only 
relieve them from the increased cost caused 
by the tariff on '-ueh mat* rial, but the m an­ 
ufactured product being rhuselp apeneo th at

THE QUESTION OF FREE TRADE

Indiana 
and Illinois of nearly all their importance, and 
the Erie canal is only m aintained as a great 
channel of trade by the liberality of the State of 
New York in m aking its use free. 
In their com ­ 
p etitive struggles with eich other tow ns eannot 
ignore the eff .ct w hich the existence of natural 
waterways m ust have upon railroad tariffs; the 
railroad com panies cannot ignore it. nor eau the 
com m ission ignore it if com petition is still to 
exist and be allowed for its force according to 
natural laws. 
Neither ran the great free Erie 
canal be ignored; it influences the rates to New 
York more than any other one cause, and iudi- 
rectlv, through its influence upon the rates to 
New Yi rk, it influences these to all other sea­ 
board cities, and, indeed, to all that section of 
the country. 


T H E LA W B E N E F IC IA L . 
The commission finds that the deration of 
the taw has, in general, been beneficial; that 
it tends to increase railroad earnings, w h ile, 
at the same time, the tendency of rates has 
been downward.

nor shall any state d -privo any i*erson of life, 
liberty or proiierty without due process ot law." 
That lcgHa’ien by a s'ate prohibiting the man­ 
ufacture within h r liiuiis ot 
intoxicating 
liquors, to be there sold or bartered for general 
use as u beverage, does not necessarily Infringe 
any right, privilege or immunity secured b\ the 
constitution ot the United States, is made clear 
by the decisions <-f the court rendered before 
and since tire adoption of the fourteenth am »ud- | 
mont. It is, however, contended that, although

“ If it had been the in ten tio n th a t the 
recom m endation

th e 
commission 
should be b in din g on th e districts, such 
in te n tio n should have been clearly ex­ 
pressed m th e law itse lf.” 
H e also says 
in regard to the m an ner of giv ing this 
in stru ctio n in the schools, “ In m y o p in ­ 
ion the law contem plates th a t it shall be 
ta u g h t from text books, an d an occasion­ 
al discussion of th e subject w ould fall far 
short of being a com pliance w ith th e law.

Y ou intuitively 
recom zed th a t 
trouble 
was brew ing. 
S o uth erners had sw orn th a t 
Lincoln 
should n ot be in au g u rated . 
T lieir u tte r­ 
ances had fired the N orth ern heart, and 
th e people loyal to th e old flag w ere ju st 
a3 d eterm ined th a t th e law fully-elected 
president should be in au g u rate d , th ou gh 
blood should flow in the attem p t. 
It was 
an aw ful tim e. 
Feople looked different 
then than they do now. 
L ittle knots of 
m en could be seen conversing tog eth er in 
w hispers on stree t corners, and even the 
whispers ceased when a person u n k n o w n 
to them approached. 
Everybody seem ed 
to suspect every one else. 
E ven w om en 
looked askance at each other, and ch ild ­ 
ren obliged to be o u t w ould skurry hom e 
as if frightened, probably h a v in g bean 
given w arning by their p arents.

streets at u ight, for seyeral nights prior 
to th e inau gu ral cerem onies, were p rac­ 
tically deserted.

Diflfer* W ith the Superintendent. 


E d it o r DisrxTcn: Seeing an article 
in the D isp a t c h of Dec. 2, by W. A. 
Fleming, in regard to scientific temper­ 
ance instruction in the public schools, I 
would like to correct one statement 
made. 
He say's in regard to what book 
or series of books shall be used, “ That 
uudcr the rulings of the attorney general 
there is but one answer, that those books 
which were recommended by the state 
commission are to be used.” 
This is a 
mistake. 
Tho attorney-general 
says: 
“ After careful consideration I have come 
to the opinion that the recommendation 
of the board is only advisory.” He says: 
“ If it had been the intention that the 
recommendation 
of 
the 
commission 
should be binding on the districts, such 
intention should have been clearly ex­ 
pressed rn the law itself.” He also says 
in regard to the manner of giving this 
instruction in the schools, “ In my opin­ 
ion the law contemplates that it shall be 
taught from text books, and an occasion­ 
al discussion of the subject would fall far 
short of being a compliance with the law. 
The law contemplates that these books 
shall be selected,and that the study shall be 
made one of the branches to be taught 
in schools from text books, and in the 
manner that other studies are taught.” 
Here is an item from an editorial in (he 
Bt. Paul Globe of June last. “ The school 
board of Minneapolis has already reject­ 
ed the series of books recommended by 
the commission, and have adopted the 
rejected Pathfinder series. 
This was 
done on the advice of the attorney-gen­ 
eral, who decided that the commission s 
power was only advisory, and its action 
was not obligatory upon local boards.” 
It will readily be seen from these facts 
that Mr. Fleming’s conclusions were er­ 
roneous, and I regret exceedingly that he 
should have given them to the public 
over his official signature, as it might 
cause much harm and mischief, besides 
making much extra expense for those 
districts which have already provided 
themselves with oilier books than those 
recommended by the commission.

Dastardly Deed of a Former Brain 
erdite. 
A special dispatch to Tuesday’s Minne­ 
apolis papers, from Willmar, Minnesota, 
says: 
At the Logan house, last night, a 
bloody murder was committed by James 
Funk, a dissipated character, who shot 
and killed his wife while she lay in her 
room sick. He then shot himself and 
was taken to jail in a serious but not 
dangerous condition. 
Funk was drunk 
when lie did the deed, for which he had 
bought a revolver a#hour previous. 
He 
had deserted his wife and 5 year old 
child a month ago, and only gained 
admittance to her room last evening on 
pretense of wanting clothing and a lan­ 
tern. 
Mrs. Funk had worked in the 
kitchen to pay tier husband’s board. 
The parties mentioned in the above 
dispatch are both well known in Brain­ 
erd, Funk having lived here nearly two 
years. 
While here he was in the employ 
of the railroad company as a freight 
conductor, and was not at all addicted to 
drink or dissipated as above described. 
Ho lived with his family on Laurel street 
between 8th and 9th, and to all appear­ 
ances treated his wife and child as a 
husband and father should. 


Had the “ Jim -Jam s.” 
Karl Raben, a commercial traveler rep­ 
resenting Burdette, Bmith & Co., of 
Chicago, came 
down from Bismarck 
Tuesday on Conductor Horn’s train as 
far as Wadena, whore he was put off by 
the train men on account of his insane 
and threatening actions, having driven 
all other passengers out of the car he oc­ 
cupied.

Council Proceedings. 
The council met in regular session 
Monday evening, all the Aldermen being 
present except 
Ald. Spencer.

Next in order was a com­ 
munication from the W ater Power and 
Boom company, containing a contract 
winch conveyed to the city a ten year's 
use of SOO horse power at the dam, which 
wa1*, on motion, accepted and placed on 
file. Ald. Graham then submitted a list 
of the names of the officers and men of 
Hose Co. No. 4, of Southeast Brainerd, 
aud on motion the same was accepted. 
The matter of getting a stove for the use 
of the company was referred to the proper 
committee. At this junction A. F. Leo­ 
pold appeared before the council and 
called their attention to the disordered 
condition of the telephone wire between 
the ho*e house and the pump house, 
claiming that the electric light men had 
torn down the wire and had treated his 
request that they repair the same with 
contempt. 
After some discussion the 
matter was referred to the chairman of 
the committee on fire department. The 
special sewer committee was instructed 
to notify the president of the W ater Co. 
whenever it was desirable to flush the 
sewers so that extra pressure could be 
put on. The council then discussed the 
matter of settling with Mr. Kenly for 
work on the sewers, which resulted in a 
motion to the effect that an estimate be 
obtained at the earliest possible moment 
and that Mr. Reilly be paid in full, with 
the exception of the amount required to 
construct a flush tank on Ninth street, 
and lay one hundred and fifty feet of 
pipe. 
The motion was carried. 
The 
question of cleaning the sidewalks of 
snow was discussed at length, and, al­ 
though there is an ordinance making a 
i adure to do so an offense, under the city 
charter no fine can be imposed 
This, of 
course, renders the law virtually a dead 
letter. 
Finally a motion was made to 
the effect that the street commissioner, 
being notified by the mayor, should noti­ 
fy tardy citizens to clean their walks, and 
also to see that the walks of non-residents 
were cleared.

The Denver News relates the following 
story from the lips of the great cartoon­ 
ist: 
“ I was in W ashington,” he said “ a few 
days prior to the inauguration of Lincoln 
in 1861, having been sent by the H arp­ 
ers to take sketches when that event 
should come off. I did nothing but walk 
around the city and feel the public, so to 
speak. There was no necessity sf saying 
anything to anybody. 
You intuitively 
reconlzed that trouble 
was brewing. 
Southerners had sworn that 
Lincoln 
should not be inaugurated. Their utter­ 
ances had fired the Northern heart, and 
the people loyal to the old flag were just 
as determined that the lawfully-elected 
president should be inaugurated, though 
blood should flow in the attempt. 
It was 
an awful time, 
Feople looked different 
then than they do now. 
Little knots of 
men could be seen conversing together in 
whispers on street corners, and even the 
whispers ceased when a person unknown 
to them approached. 
Everybody seemed 
to suspect every' one else. 
Even women 
looked askance at each other, aud child­ 
ren obliged to be out would skurry home 
as if frightened, probably haviug bean 
given warning by their parents. The 
streets at night, for several nights prior 
to the inaugural ceremonies, were prac­ 
tically deserted. There was a hush over 
everything. It seemed to me that the 
shadow of death was hovering near. I 
had constantly floating before my eyes 
sable plumes and trappings of woe. I 
could hear dirges constantly, and thought 
for a while that I would have to leave 
the place or go crazy. 
I knew all these 
sombre thoughts were but imagination, 
but I also knew that the something 
was tangible, really existed. The fourth 
of March came and Mr. Lincoln was 
inaugurated quietly and without ostenta­ 
tion. After the services were over and 
it became known that Mr. Lincoln had 
leady beek inducted into office there was 
a savage snarl went up from the South­ 
erners. T h e snarl was infectious. It was 
answered by just as savage growls all 
over the city. But nothing was a id , A 


single yell of defiance, a pistol shot or 
even an oath would have precipitated a 
conflict. 
Men simply glared at each 
other and gnashed their teeth, but were 
careful not to grit them so it could bt 
heard. I went to my room in tho Willard 
and sat down to do some work. 
I 
couldn’t work. The stillness was op­ 
pressive. 
A least a dozen times I picked 
up my pencils only to throw them down 
again. 
I got up aud paced the floor 
nervously. I heard men on either side 
of me doing the same thing. 
Walking 
didn’t relieve the severe mental strain. 
I sat down in my chair and pressed my 
head in my hands. 
Suddenly I heard a 
window go up and some one step out on 
the balcony of the Ebhitt house directly 
opposite. 
Everybody in the hotels had 
heard him. 
What is he going to dot I 
asked myself, and I suppose every one 
else propounded the same mental inter­ 
rogation. 
We hadn’t long to wait. He 
began to sing the ’Star Spangled Banner’ 
in a clear, strong voice. 
The effect was 
magical, electrical. One window went 
up, another, then another, and heads 
popped out all oyer the neighborhood. 
People began to stir on the streets, A 
crowd soon gathered. 
The grand old 
song was taken up and song by thousands, 
The spell was broken, and when the son 
was finished tongues were loosened an 
cheer after cheer rent the air. The man 
rooming next to me rapped on my door 
and insisted that I should take a drink 
with him, As we passed along the 
corridors we were joined by others. 
Men were wild with joy, some of them 
weeping and throwing their arms around 
each other’s neck. 
Others were singing 
and all were happy.
